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Jaworski Subpoenas Nixon 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Special 
Prosecutor Leon Jaworski officially 
summoned private citizen Richard M. 
Nixon Thursday to testify as a govern­ 
ment 
witness 
in 
the 
Watergate 
cover-up trial beginning Oct. 1. 


Jaworski’s office said he issued a 
subpoena Wednesday night for the for­ 
mer President to appear in the trial of 
six of his former White House and re- 
election cam paign aides on charges of 
conspiracy and obstructing justice. 


Meanwhile, 
a Senate committee 
scheduled action on a resolution by 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield to 
take public custody of Nixon's tapes 
and docum ents and prevent the 
destruction of any Watergate tapes. 


Nixon had previously -been sub­ 
poenaed as a defense witness by his 
former No. 2 aide John Ehrlichman. 
But the government’s cross exam ina­ 
tion, in that case, would have been 
limited to subjects introduced by the 
defense lawyer. 


As a witness for both the defense and 
the 
prosecution, 
Nixon 
can 
be] 
questioned 
on 
any phase of the 
W atergate burglary and cover-up. 


*'He has been subpoenaed to testify 
We expect him to be a witness,” a 
spokesman for the prosecutor told 
reporters. 
He did not discuss the current 
speculation that Nixon may invoke 
medical reasons to avoid testifying. 


Nixon is suffering from a recurrence 
of phlebitis, a vein inflammation com ­ 
plicated by blood clots in his left leg, 
and ‘form er White House physician 
Walter Tkach said after examining 
him last week that he had recommen­ 
ded hospitalization. 
His daughter, Julie, flew to Califor­ 
nia Thursday for a visit amid new 
reports that Nixon would enter a 
hospital soon although he had strongly 
resisted such a move earlier. 
Court sources speculated that if he 
declined to testify because of ill health, 
District Judge John D. Sirica could 
send a court-appointed physician to 
make an independent judgment on 
whether the former President could 
stand the rigors of a court trial.

The Senate refused to sup­ 
port President Ford Thur­ 
sday in what he called the 
“first test" on the economy 
and voted to give 3.5 million 
federal civilian and military 
employes a pay raise. 
Dealing

legisla t i v e defea t t he Senate 
rejected 
a 
proposed 
three-month 
postponement 
of the pay increase which the 
adm inistration said would 
have cut spending by $700 
million. 


As a result of the Senate's 
action, the 5.52 per cent pay 
increase automatically goes 
into effect Oct. 1 instead of 
Jan. 1. 
The Senate rescinded the 
postponement by approving 
a resolution of disapproval.

Officials Decide Against Closing Mile Hill 


Lower Providence Township officials have decided 
not to d ose Mile Hill Saturday morning as originally 
planned, it was disclosed Thursday. 
Thomas Borai. chairman of the township super­ 
visors. said four of the five supervisors m et and 
decided not to close the road because the action would 
be illegal and because PennDOT was taking action to 
improve the safety of the road. 
"But w e’re going to have the fire police parked along 
the two sides of the road with their flashers going and 
we 11 have an ambulance on each side of the road." 
said Thomas Borai, chairman of the township super­ 
visors. “That’ll keep the traffic pretty slow." 
Mile Hill, a 1.9 mile stretch of Ridge Pike from the 
Perkiomen Bridge to Level Road, has been the scene of 


hundreds of accidents in recent years, including 
several fatalities. 
Lower Providence officials have blamed PennDOT 
for d ra gg in g 
its feet in making much-needed 
im provem ents to the road and, lowering the speed 
limit, but Wednesday PennDOT chief Jacob Kassab 
blasted township officials for not doing their part 
K assab said a m edial strip requested by the officials, 
would cost well over $100.000 for a two-mile stretch and 
that the tow nship must get approval from the Mon 
tgomerv County Planning Commission before Penn­ 
DOT would be allowed to install the strip. 
Lower Providence has never talked with the plan­ 
ning com m ission about such a project.

angry words, then rocks and 
other debris was thrown 
back and forth. 
Police charged between 
the groups and escorted the 
blacks onto waiting buses. 
- Hie whites continued the 
barrage of rocks at the buses 
and some blacks on the 
buses 
reportedly brought 
rocks with them to hurl back 
at the whites as the buses 
passed. 
Officials said five persons 
were injured, none apparen­ 
tly 
seriously. 
One white 
youth was lashed across the 
face by a black armed with a 
tire chain. Two others, a 
black girl and a black boy, 
both 16, were hit by rocks 
and flying 
glass on the 
buses. A white girl suffered 
hyperventilation in the ex­ 
citement. They were treated 
at hospitals and released. 
There were no arrests. 
The anger spilled over into 
Mat tapan after the buses left 
Hyde Park, with a brief fight 
between blacks and whites 
at Mattapan Square.

Covered Bridge Fire 


Aftermath Recalled 


By W. EDMUNDS CLAUSSEN 
Ama Historian 


The story has been told of the burning of the old 
Hanover Street covered bridge. A tragic night it 
must have been when flames swept by high wind 
wiped away the structure. The Ledger reported 
what happened the following day. How the board 
of managers could have allowed the following to 
take place we do not exactly comprehend. 


Sept 15. 1884: “Thousands visited the scene of 
destruction by the fire of the Schuylkill Bridge at 
the foot of Hanover street, all day Sunday. They 
viewed the naked, fire and smoke blackened 
piers, and could understand that they were looking 
at the half consumed charred timbers of the 
wrecked bridge King in the river, and could 
understand that thev were looking at inconvenience 
sure to result to the citizens of northern Chester 
county, and they could understand that they were 
looking at the loss sustained by the Bridge Com­ 
pany. They could understand all of these things: 
but what every man. woman and child could not 
understand was why two men should violate the 
sanctity of an entire Sabbath day by cutting out. 
and pounding out. a lot of rusty spikes worth half a 
cent a pound. There did not appear to be any 
immediate danger of a flood to sweep away the 
debris, nor was it very likely that thieves would 
steal the spikes before Monday. ”

By Oct. 8 the decision had been reached to 
award a contract, for the replacement of the old 
wooden structure with an iron span. The work was 
awarded to the Phoenix Bridge Co. of PhoenixviHe 
for $13.500. The new bridge was described at that 
time as a substantial structure 366 feet in length. 
33 feet wide, and having a foot walk on each side to 
carry pedestrian traffic. The original stone piers 
and abutments were to be reused, except for 
alterations and strengthening. Some of the con­ 
struction details are interesting: 


Oct. 29: “Mr A. Pollitt. of Phoenixville. has the 
sub-contract for rebuilding the mason work of the 
abutments and piers and has about a dozen men 
engaged. He is using a large Conshohocken stone 
which will, make substantial work, some of the big 
boulders weighing as much as two and a half tons. 
These stones are shipped here via the Phi la. & 
Reading RR and hauled to the bridge site by Mr. 
Peter Willauer's teams. ” 


A rather amusing incident took place at the 
ferry crossing which had been reinstituted direc­ 
tly below the ruined bridge, just as had been done 
following the devastating flood of 1851 that wiped 
away Pottstown's first bridge. The date was now 
Oct. 2: 


“A crowd gathered at the Hanover street ferry 
last evening to see two Italians taking their perfor­ 
ming bear across the river. The men were very 
dirty and greasy looking —the bear being by odds 
the nicest looking of the party — but a good plunge 
in the river would have washed something less 
than an acre of dirt from the whole crowd. Mr. 
William Davis backed up his big boat and got the 
men and the bear aboard, then started for the 
other side. 


“When about the middle of the river the 
ferryman introduced the subject of pay. having a 
suspicion that it might be difficult to collect it 
after landing his party. He said the sum was ten 
cents, wherupon the bear keepers remonstrated; 
they understood it was two cents apiece for 
passengers, and the bear had always been treated 
as a single passenger at other ferries. Mr. Davis 
said his price was different — ‘Two cents apiece 
for people and six cents for bears. ’

Jennings Boys Write Sad Saga 


There is. sadly, a differen­ 
ce between ambition and 
talent 
I grew up with a 
cross-eyed kid who wanted 
to be a M arine marksman 
B o y s 
a f f l i c t e d 
wi t h 
c l a u s t r o p h o b i a 
o r 
agoraphobia shouldn't study 
to be a stro n a u ts. None, 
however, surpassed A1 Jen­ 
n in g s 
of 
Kiowa Creek. 
O klahom a Territory, who 
aspired to be a train robber 
This was a laudable goal in 
1885. when Al, was 20. He and 
his brothers Frank. John * 
and Ed w ere cow hands who 
tired of following cattle that 
were casual in their habits. 
Respectable people didn't 
like to be caught downwind 
of the four Jennings boys 
So Al said. "L et's be rob­ 
bers like Jesse Jam es.' and 
th e

thought 
that this was a 
capital notion To rob a train 
all that was required was to 
ride a horse, find a train, fire 
a gun. and blow the mail car 
to splinters 
It did not occur to Al Jen­ 


nings that his hero. Jesse 
Jam es, dropped two gun 
belts to stand on a chair and 
straighten, a picture on April 
3. 1882. As a result, he never 
saw April 4th. Bob Ford, a 
b a d tin . 
s to o d 
behind 
trusting Jesse and nailed 
him and the picture to the 
wall with four shots. 
Jennings thought that he 
and his brothers should ease' 
into robbery with a bit of 
practice. So they hammered 
out. 
four U.S. 
m arshal's 
badges and charged gullible 
ranchers a "toll" for driving 
cattle north to Dodge City. It 
worked, and they made S5 
here and $10 there, but it 
didn't mount up. 
B esid es, som e of the 
outraged cattlem en tried to 
draw on the Jennings boys.. 
and they voted 4-0 that this 
could be dangerous to life 
and limb. So they rode north, 
heavy with guns, toward 
Fort Supply, looking for a 
train. 
All the towns were fresh 
out of train*, but Al Jennings

Pilots Find 'Great Sensations' 
In Noiseless, Soothing Soaring 


“There is almost a total 
absence of noise 
.. a 
feeling of being part of the 
p la n e / free of outside 
distractions.*’ 
An area man who has 
flown airplanes for a num­ 
ber of years describes a dif­ 
ferent type of flying in which 
the pilot uses only the wind 
to sustain flight. 
Paul Gehris. 425 Old State 
Road. Royersford. is one of 
many area pilots finding the 
lure of the small wooden 
glider as attractive as a 
standard aircraft. 


There are two facilities not 
too far from Pottstown 
catering to “soaring." These 
are Kutztown and West 
C h e ste r 
A irports and 
officials at both fields repor­ 
ted a rapid growth of the 
sport. 
And. judging from Gehris’ 
description of a glider trip, it 
is easy to see why. 


W H IS P E R O F S O U N D 
i t is really a tremendous 
sensation." Gehris obser­ 
ved. “ You are up there alone 
with only a whisper of sound. 
There is no sensation of 


falling as you might think, 
just 
gliding with little 
effort." 
Gehris said he received his 
pilot's license three years 
ago and began soaring last 
year. "It was fairly easy for 
me as a licensed pilot to 
obtain a glider license as 
well." he said. “So. I decided 
to try it and enjoyed it very 
much." 
“ For a non-pilot to get a 
glider's license is more dif­ 
ficult but this can be done.” 
he continued. “ It would take 
10 to 15 hours of instruction 
and solo work. 


Gehris said glider planes 
can achieve speeds of up to 
100 miles per hour and 
remain in the air as long as 
eight hours at a time 


i t depends on the ther­ 
mals or air currents which 
exist at the time of the 
flight.' he noted. “If they 
are strong and you are 
clever enough to keep fin­ 
ding them, you can stay up 
in d efin itely 
But when 
there's no wind, you come 
down rather rapidly. "

“A glider is definitely as 
safe as a plane." she said. 
“There is no reason people 
without airplane licenses 
shouldn't give it a try. It's 
not that hard to learn. There 
is some expense at the start 
but glider flying is much less 
costly than power flight."

Partner 
quite

encourage him by raising his 
suit at once. It is true that a 
three diamond bid at this point 
would portray your diamond 
holding nicely, but that is not 
nearly as valuable a move as 
showing the spade support at 
the earliest opportunity. 
Partner is practically certain 
to have at least five spades, and 
a direct raise is bound to cheer 
him up no end.

3. Three hearts. This is the 
best way of representing your 
distribution, which is what you 
should try to do in order to paint 
a good picture of your hand. 
Partner will learn that you have 
more diamonds than hearts, 
which is a valuable step in the 
right direction. How high, you go 
will depend largely on partner’s 
next bid, but the odds favor your 
getting to six something. 
4. Three spades. Considering 
your hand, partner is sure to 
have at least three aces for his 
jump-shift response, which 
announces at least 17 high-card 
points.
